Firefly Remote Control User's Guide 



The following are entry points for you to begin using and configuring your Firefly 
Remote Control. 

• Program Media Buttons 

Launch your favorite media software in a single click using the media buttons on your 
Firefly Remote. Program each button to launch your preferred application using these 
instructions. (Page 3) 



• Add Applications to the Beyond Media Basic Main Menu 

Add any software application installed on your PC to the Beyond Media Basic Main Menu 
so that you can easily launch it using your Firefly Remote. (Page 4) 



• Navigate in Mouse Mode 

Your Firefly Remote includes Mouse Mode allowing you to navigate anywhere on your 
screen just as you would with a mouse. (Page 5) 



• Create a Slideshow with Background Music 

The Beyond Media Basic software included with your Firefly Remote includes a feature 
that allows you to view images on your PC in a slideshow. You can even play music in the 
background. (Page 6) 
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Program Media Buttons 





The Media Buttons are the suite of buttons labeled Music, 
Photos, DVD, TV and Video. The Firefly Setup Wizard 
programs these buttons for you automatically by assigning 
them to appropriate applications installed on your computer. 
You can customize these buttons using the following steps: 

1 . Open the Beyond Media Basic interface. 

2. In the Main Menu, select the Settings option. 

3. In the Settings menu, select the Media Buttons option. 

4. Select the Media Button you want to configure. Use the left 
and right Navigation Buttons to view media applications that 
can be assigned to that particular button. If you don't want 
any application to launch from a particular Media Button, 
select None. 

NOTE: The Firefly option allows you to choose the media 
interface you use with your Firefly Remote Control. The 
default setting for this button is Beyond Media Basic. 

After selecting the applications you want to associate with 
the Media Buttons, scroll up to Back to Settings and hit the 
OK button. 



Add Applications to the Main Menu 

You can add any software application installed on your PC to the Beyond Media Basic Main 
Menu so that it is easy to launch using your Firefly Remote. 

1 . Press the Mouse button to begin navigating in Mouse Mode. (See page 5 for more 
information.) 

2. Press the Firefly button to close the Beyond Media Basic interface. 

3. Click the Start button from the Windows taskbar and select All Programs from the 
menu. 

4. Locate an application that you'd like to add to the Beyond Media Basic Main Menu. If 
you're unsure what application to add, try adding Windows Media Player. 

5. Using your mouse, right-click on the application shortcut. In the menu that pops-up, 
select the option "Add to Beyond Media Basic Menu." 




Click the Firefly Button to launch the Beyond Media Basic Main Menu. You will see the name of 
the application you just added in the menu list. Select it to launch the application. 



Navigate in Mouse Mode 





Your Firefly Remote includes Mouse Mode which allows you 
to navigate anywhere on your screen just as you would with 
a mouse. Together these buttons simulate your mouse and 
increase your control of software applications using Firefly. 

1 . Launch the Beyond Media Basic Main Menu by pressing the 
Firefly Button. 

2. To enable Mouse Mode, press the Mouse button. In the 
lower right corner of your screen, you will see an image of a 
mouse to indicate you are now in Mouse Mode. 

3. Locate the cursor on your screen. Press the Navigation 
Buttons to move the cursor left, right, up or down. 

4. Just below the Navigation Buttons, locate the Menu and Exit 
buttons. As the small image above each of these buttons 
indicates, they provide the left and right-click functions on 
your mouse. The Info and Option buttons just above the 
Navigation Buttons allows you to cycle through applications 
that are currently open on your PC. 

When you're finished using Mouse Mode, press the Mouse 
button again to disable Mouse Mode. 
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Create a Photo Slideshow 



Beyond Media Basic includes several native applications for using media files on 
your PC. Using Beyond Photos Basic, Beyond Music Basic and your Firefly 
Remote Control, you can setup a slideshow on your PC with music playing in the 
background. 

1 . On your Firefly Remote, locate and press the Photos Media Button or 
select the "Photos" option in the Beyond Media Basic Main Menu. 

2. A window will launch displaying the folders and files on your PC. Locate 
a folder that contains a collection of images, such as images you took on 
your last vacation. 

3. Scroll down to the folder of images so that it is highlighted. Press the 
Play button on your Firefly Remote and the slideshow will begin. 

4. The slideshow automatically begins to flip through the images in the 
folder. 

• If you want to pause on a particular picture, press the Pause button. 

• If you want to skip forward or backward during the slideshow, press the Prev 
and Next buttons. 

• If you want to rotate an image, use the left and right Navigation buttons to 
orient the image correctly. 

• If you want to zoom in [ + ] or out [ - ] on an image, use the Volume buttons. 

5. Add music to your slideshow by pressing the Music button. Select a 
song or album on your PC and it will begin playing in the music player. 
Raise or lower the volume, then Press the Photos button to switch back 
to the slideshow. 

When you are ready to end the slideshow, press the Exit button.
